Allowed and approved warrant demand numbers 21575 through 21725 listed on the
register from the General Fund and directed the City Treasurer to pay out the funds
to each of the claimants listed in Warrant Register No. 281 in the amount of the
warrant appearing opposite their names, for the purposes stated on the respective
demands, including payroll checks, in a total amount of $841,674.42. ADP payroll
voucher numbers 2491058 — 2491070 were issued in the amount of $101,264.30
and ADP payroll voucher numbers 2744794 — 2744809 were issued in the amount of
$123,300.93 totaling $224,565.23 (Administrative Services / City Clerk)

16. Authorized support for improvements to US 101 Freeway Corridor which may have a
positive impact on Malibu by decreasing commuter traffic through Malibu (City
Manager)

17. Authorized a letter to be prepared for the Mayor’s signature in support of Assembly
Bill 1412, a measure to allow City voters to approve an increase of the City’s sales
tax rate (City Manager)
